2. The amendment filed 07-13-2007 does not introduce any new matter into the disclosure. 
The added material is supported by the original disclosure. 

3. Applicant has cancelled claim l-20and added new claims 21-38. Applicant's argument, 
see Remark, filed 07-13-2007, with respect to Claims 21,30, and 37 regarding "a planarizing 
insulating layer, at least covering the circuit device; a transparent light-emitting element, 
disposed on the planarizing insulating layer; and a metal pattern, disposed in the planarizing 
insulating layer, capable of reflecting light through the transparent light-emitting element such 
that the reflected light is detectable by recognition equipment; and a transparent insulating cover 
layer, disposed within and surrounded by the transparent light-emitting element, wherein a 
projection of the transparent insulating cover layer overlaps the metal pattern" have been fully 
considered, extensively searched in PGPUB, and are persuasive. All the cited prior arts on 892's 
and prior art cited on 1449's fails to recite or disclose the new claims 21-38 allowable 
limitations, which puts application number 10797871 in condition for allowance.

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant has cancelled rejected claim 1-20 and added new Claims 21-38. Applicant's 
arguments filed on 07-13-2007 are convincing. As argued by applicant in remarks under claim 
rejection page 1 1 , last two paragraph and page 12, first two paragraphs; prior art of Gleason 
Robert E. (US 6,392,617 Bl), Yamazaki et al. (US 20030075733 Al) and Andry et al. (US 
20030094894 Al) fails to recite or disclose all the other limitations of independent claims 
combined with uniquely distinct features represented by underlined bold claim limitations below; 
a planarizing insulating layer, at least covering the circuit device; a transparent light- 
emitting element, disposed on the planarizing insulating layer; and a metal pattern, 
disposed in the planarizing insulating layer, capable of reflecting light through the 
transparent light-emitting element such that the reflected light is detectable by recognition 
equipment; and a transparent insulating cover layer, disposed within and surrounded by 
the transparent light-emitting element, wherein a projection of the transparent insulating 
cover layer overlaps the metal pattern.
